There is much to be learned 


for the future of American policy 
by studying the experience of the 
last three months.

The only American 
action which Mr. Welles refers to 
in the whole period before that 
day is the declaration of general 
principles made by Secretary Hull 
on July 16. Mr. Welles had nothing 
to say about what the Administra- 
tion was doing in the intervening 
seventy days during which the 
crisis developed to a point where 
war seemed inevitable. Thus he 
did not even mention the Presi- 
dent's Canadian address at King- 
ston.

did not mention the 


speeches of Ambassador Bullitt in 
the critical days or early Septem- 
ber. He did not mention the Pre- 
sident's press interview at Hyde 
Park in the week before Hitler's 
Nuremberg speech. He did not

It is, of course, hard to say how 


much effect this diplomatic activity 
actually had.

They, not the gentlemen who fought In the Lib- 
erty league, are the real martyrs of the New Deal. 


Martyr No. 1 Is Jim Farley. There is no mark of it 


on his cheerful round face. Maybe he doesn't know 
what the word means. All he knows Is that, as chair- 
man of the Democratic National committee, he is sup- 
posed to be running the political campaign. But he 
reads about a lot of things that are news to him. 


Farley learns from the papers that, for instance, 


Charley West, formerly undersecretary of interior, is 
moving around the country on some gumshoe politi- 
cal mission and is reporting to Hyde Park.

charges and innuendoes fall with 
ill grace and only provoke more 
resentment rather than a spirit of 
conformity. Business men, like any 
other set of human beings, do not 
like to be blamed for producing 
an atmosphere of frictioi when it is 
a well known fact thnt not s few 
of the administration's \ olicies have 
contributed to the disspnsion be- 
tween classes in the United States. 


Thus, for example, the White 


House spokesman's reference to 
seven TVA's as a sort of myth is 
received by utility men with noth- 
ing short of amazement. The presi- 
dent's own tribunal, known as the 
National Resources committee, has 
outlined the seven-TVA plan, and 
there have been bills introduced 
and supported by the same group 
of administration leaders in con- 
gress who successfully fostered the 
TVA itself. Under such circum- 
stances, it is puzzling to know how 
business men can suddenly, on the 
basis of an .anonymous assurance 
about a supposed dismissal of the 
seven-TVA bogey, erase such an 
apprehension from their minds. 


Where Mr. Roosevelt is appar- 


ently misinformed, or elM unin- 
formed' altogether, is on what has 
been happening with respect to in- 
vestors in the utility industry. All 
he needs to do it to look'at the 
financial records or have one of his 
brain trusters do * little research 
for him,,and he will find that, for 
some reason possibly still unknown 
to the White House, the people of 
America 
haven't 
invested very 


many nickels in the common stocks 
of utilities during the last five 
years. 


No Investment Future 


The reason, of course, is that 


there doesn't aeem to be much fu- 
ture for private investors, who take 
risks in the buying of common 
stock and-who. now - sec no money 
at all being paid to a common 
stock holder when the government 
buys a property or subsidizes a 
municipality to finance a purchase 
of a utility company. Likewise, Sec- 
retary Ickes has the sole power to 
judge when and where government 
money will be put into competition 
to force private utilities out of 
business. 


The preachment of the adminis- 


tration's experts has been that busi- 
ness should be financed as much as 
possible not through bonds, but 
through stocks. This means that the 
stockholder must see a real return 
or profit coming if he is to risk his 
money, and, when he sees a hard- 
boiled government competitor driv- 
ing a bargain in-Tennessee and 
holding a gun to the heads of pri- 
vate utilities, forcing them to sell, 
he doesn't rush around to oversub- 
scribe utility common stock issues 
in other parts of the country as yet 
untouched. The main reason why 
common stock flotations of utility 
securities are so rare is that the 
fact of government competition is 
thoroughly imbedded in the minds 
of the investors generally. 


If, on the other han-L the White 


House 
spokesman 
is 
speaking 


prophetically and warns investors 
to know that the seven TVA's are 
dead and government competition 
is to be limited only to the Sudeten 
areas of the Tennessee valley, then 
the much-frightened investors will 
have to be persuaded to pu* their 
savings in common stocks of utility 
companies once more. 


Maybe that was the 
real sig- 


nificance of the White House spok- 
esman's resurrection and maybe an 
era of sweetness and *:ght is now 
to envelop the whole itility prob- 
lem. This has been promised so 
often before that skepticism is na- 
tural, but. if business n?en will as- 
sume that Mr. Roosevelt has merely 
been misunderstaad in *"ue past and 
that he means now to rr.ake peace 
with the business opposition, this is 
not something to hide in 
Hyde 


Park under the cloak of the White 
House spokesman, but Is real news 
that should be brought cut in»o the 
open so everybody can know • 
id 


rejoice.

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ENGLISH POLICY 


The conservative party of England, like 


every party in a free land, presents con- 
trary opinions by its leaders on many con- 
troversial subjects, including the attitude 
England should take toward Germany, 
and toward war in particular. 


Mr. Chamberlain, presently in control 


of the pilothouse, believes that every ques- 
tion should be examined in the light of 
what he calls justice. He extended that 
principle to the Sudeten question and con- 
cluded with Daladier of France that the 
Versailles treaty had committed a glaring 
injustice against Germany that should be 
corrected. 


Although Mr. Chamberlain added to 


his conclusions the fact that England was 
not presently prepared for war one may 
be excused for feeling that the addition 
•was for effect upon the people generally 
•who are always more or less moved by 
reasons that lie in mystery. 
However 


many improvements the devil has made in 
instruments of destruction during the last 
twenty years the fears of the British peo- 
ple from poison gases and bombs out of 
the sky were certainly raised to the great- 
est height possible. 


Opposed to Mr. Chamberlain 
in his 


own party is the viewpoint presently rep- 
resented by Captain Eden but actually 
directed by Winston Churchill, a man 
whose talent in the spoken and written 
word is at the very top of those who em- 
ploy the English language. 


Yet it would be Captain Eden and Mr. 


Churchill who would be found advising 
King George III if we were to turn back 
history to the American problem in the 
year of 1775. 


Mr. Churchill has always stood for su- 


preme armament. To him the word "em- 
pire" in relation to British interests is 
sacred. However much he may deny the 
intention of provoking hostilities his atti- 
tude is the English edition of the Kaiser's 
rattling saber and mailed fist. 


All during the rule of Mr. Ramsay 


MacDonald it was Mr. Churchill who was 
forever on his heels concerning the army, 
the navy, armament and preparation. His 
language can wither at times as witness a 
reply to prime minister MacDonald: 


"Here I say very little of the prime 


minister's oratorical style. We know 
that he has, more than any other man 
the gift of compressing the largest 
number of words into the smallest 
amount of thought. 


"So what have we got? \Ve have not 


got disarmament. \Ve have the rearm- 
ament of Germany. Why. it is only a 
little while ago that I heard Ministers 
say that rearmament was unthinkable. 
Now all our hope is to regulate the 
unthinkable. Regulating 
unthinkab- 


ility—that is the proposal now: and 
very soon it will be a question of 
making up our minds to unregulated 
unthinkability." 
The attitude of these gentlemen toward 


Germany is that justice is determined by 
the treaty they wrote themselves and that 
Germany signed with a gun at her temple. 
Whenever she wriggled the slightest bit 
away from this .monstrous wrong Mr. 
Churchill would call out the army and 
navy which is made plain by his declara- 
tions in the House of Commons but re- 
cently: 


"Xow the victors arc the vanquished, 


and those ivho threw do-.vn their arms 
in the field and sued for an arrr.i«ticc 
are striding on to world mastery. That 
is the tcrnb'e trans-formation thai ha* 
taken place bit by bit ... 
\\"c should 


lay aside every hindrance and endeavor 
by unilir.K the whole force and spirit 
of our people to ra:?e aca:n a crcnt 
British nation standing up before ail 
the world: for such a nation risinc <n 
its ancient vicor. can even at this hour 
save civilization." 
If the Churchill thesis had been fol- 


lowed out in a more practical fashion we 
should have had instead of the treaty of 
Versailles either a complete disrr.crnber- 
jnent of the former German empire, a scat- 
tering of their pcopie nil over the world 
with a prohibition against their language 
and customs, which -,vo::!d encompass a 
complete wiping out cf thc:r nationality. 


But all of this overlooks that one Rrcat 


opportunity was missed. We cannot prove 
that it would ha*, c worked because it was 
never tried. 
But had it been 
*r:cd ii 


would have had :hc f:r.c?t chance ir. the 
world of success. 


That plan was to treat Germany with 


something approaching the justice that it 
now talked about. At least we can be sure 
that had Mr. V.":]son"s 1-5 po:r.1s, -.vhich the 
allies adopted, and then, when Germany 
was prostrate, rejected, the fourth class 
house painter who now heads the German 
nation would still be sliirnblini; around 
talking to hirr.scif 
rhymes.

NEWSPAPERS AND CONTEMPT 
The Los Angeles Tirr.cs has been found 


guilty in several instances of contempt of 
court because of editorials which 
were j 


published during the trial or other pen- ' 
dency of certain cases. 
: 


The editorials were neither v.~:}d nor j 


sensational. The proposition involved :s 
• 


•xcIuciveJy the right of a newspaper to j 


urge in one way or another • certain de- 


. cision while « case is being heard or con- 


sidered. Certainly there can be no doubt 
of the impropriety of such an editorial 
policy. 


At Los Angeles R group of sitdown 


strikers were found guilty by a jury upon 
charges relating to their unlawful con- 
duct. Thereupon the group filed an appli- 
cation for probation under the practice 
prevailing in California. The editor as 
charged in the complaint for 
contempt, 


"praised the verdict, warned that the de- 
fendants and their associates 
were not 


wanted in Los Angeles and would not be 
here as long as the courts were function- 
ing," which of course could be construed 
only as a suggestion to the court that it 
should deny the plea for probation. 


Another typical case referred to the 


charges against one Helen N. Werner who 
had been high in political circles but had 
been convicted of soliciting bribes. 
The 


editorial made references 
to 
previous 


events in Mrs. Werner's career which were 
hardly complimentary to her and were 
published while the court was considering 
her motion for a new trial. 


In another instance under the caption 


of "Probation for Gorillas" an article was 
published while there was pending in 
court the application of two "Goon Squad" 
members who had been convicted of an 
assault with a deadly weapon. It described 
the defendants as "sluggers for pay," and 
contained the further statement, "Judge 
Scott will make a serious mistake if he 
grants probation," and ended with the 
declaration that "this community needs 
the example of their assignment to the 
jute mill." 


Upon conviction of contempt the Los 


Angeles Times gave notice of its intention 
to carry the case to the highest court in 
the land upon the ground that it is being 
denied privileges that appertain to a free 
press. A great deal of support' has been 
elicited in its behalf because it appeared 
to champion law and order in a communi- 
ty that needed a good deal of that sort of 
championing. 


But all these propositions are beside 


the real point. That point involves a con- 
tinued support and respect by the people 
generally of their courts, the conviction by 
them that no one has a key to the back 
door, and the further firm understanding 
that ordinarily no person of any sort any- 
where who has not heard all the evidence 
in the case from day to day and consid- 
ered conscientiously the propositions in- 
volved can really assist a court in making 
a decision. 


The high necessity of preserving to the 


people and press alike every permissible 
freedom of speech opens the door to dis- 
cussion and criticism of court decisions as 
soon as a case is decided. Up to that time 
the intrusion of an editor into pending liti- 
gation in the community where his articles 
are published and read can have only an 
obstructing effect upon genuine justice 
however good or kind or pure his purpose 
may be. 


The courts have no way of protecting 


themselves and the parties on trial before 
them excepting to punish as in contempt 
those who would sprawl themselves into 
the controversy and decide it for those 
who have the much more grave and sol- 
emn duty involved in the responsibility of 
deciding it correctly. 


THE MATTER OF LEADERSHIP 
Army units in actual battle, which is 


the bitterest test of all, often depend for 
their effectiveness upon their leadership. 
The captain who is looking for the best 
or deepest hole does not inspire enthusi- 
asm and cannot get results from his men. 


Was the immediate reversion in form 


and desperate, clawing fight to victory 
upon the part of the Cubs which immedi- 
ately followed the promotion of Mr. Hart- 
nett to leadership just a coincidence or had 
the new leader that mixture of manliness 
and mentality that induced his men to the 
utmost while he guided them along the 
smartest route? 


Down at the University of Wisconsin 


we have another good example of what 
the right sort of leadership will do in 
athletics. 
Siuhldrcher took over a most 


difficult task, a situation where discipline 
had been succeeded by such marked fav- 
oritism that morale, which depends upon 
honor and justice for its existence, had 
•vvellnigh disappeared. 


The example from our great sporting 


endeavors are very much to the point. 
The same general qualities of leadership 
that bring success in business and in gov- 
ernment arc essential in the construction 
of great athletic teams. 


In corporate enterprises of a business 


nature the hothead, the stumblcr. the one 
who plays favorites or adopts hopeless 
methods is rather quickly found out and 
replaced by a more suitable manager. In 
government the process of discovery is 
somewhat slower, and in our form of gov- 
ernment where a fixed term is provided 
by law. nothing can be done about it until 
the term ends. 


But there js one marked distinction 


that mu.<t always be borne in mind be- 
tween the proper sort of management in 
government ar.d in business. Government 
includes jcme'thing besides 
efficiency, 


highly desirable and essential as that is. 


It demands a soothing sort of satisfac- 


tion upon the part of the people, the at- 
tention to some personal qualities that arc 
seldom present in any business venture. 
For m truth the aim in government while 
along the same line as that in business is 
not so sharply delineated. 


If it v.-crc. our government would like- 


ly become very much upon the Prussian 
order. Our aim must always be to obtain 
as high a degree of efficiency and yet 
maintain the personal freedom and satis- 
faction that the people demand in order 
to be contented.

New Ywk—It was Albert Pajrson Ttrhune, I 


think, who coined the classic description of 
Wnll Street—"The street that begins In a grave- 
yard and ends in the East River." 


Alexander Hamilton sleeps in that graveyard 


—the Trinity Church graveyard. There, at noon- 
time, clerks from Wall Street sit sunning them- 
selves. They talk and laugh. They-do not care 
that Hamilton sleeps so near. 


When the air is filled with war talk, The 


Street is a busy, hysterical place; not so much 
The Street itself but the business of money 
which is its life. 


Sun rarely reaches down to The Street, so 


narrow and so chasmed between tall buildings. 
Maybe there is symbolism in that, too. It recks 
with tragedy, of course. Money foals tragedy. 
But for the hours when the Big Board is open 
—the Stock Exchange—The Street lives hec- 
ticly, especially now when world news and do- 
mestic news is so pertinent to investors. 
» 
• 
• 


Wall Street as a business address carries tre- 


mendous prestige, abroad as well as in Amer- 
ica. That explains the high rentals. It also ex- 
plains Henry L. Doherty's idea when he built 
at 70 Pine Street. The old Cities Service Build- 
ing at 60 Wall was opposite the new Pine Strctt 
building. Doherty, therefore, connected the two 
buildings, and 70 Pine Street became "60 Wall 
Tower." 


The building at 70 Wall, incidentally, is the 


Seamen's Bank for Savings, built on the site of 
the famous buttonwood tree which spread its 
branches over an open air stock exchange in 
America's early days. 


The Street has a lingo of its own. H. L. Men- 


cken has referred to it as "the meaningless and 
idiotic jargon of Wall Street." It may be idiotic, 
but it isn't meaningless. 


The ticker tape, that endless paper streamer 


on which is printed the ebb and flow of Amer- 
ica's economic life, has given origin to much of 
what Mencken calls "jargon." The tape carries 
the names of stocks in abbreviated form. The 
Wall Street boys merely elaborate the abbre- 
viations. 


Bethlehem Steel, for instance, comes out "BS" 


on the tape. The clerks call it "Bess" or "Bes- 
sie." Standard Gas—SG on the tape—becomes 
Son of a Gun. Montgomery Ward stock is "Mon- 
key Ward." The New York, Ontario and West- 
ern Railroad—"OW" is "Old Woman." 


Savage Arms—SA—is "Sex Appeal" or "Clark 


Gable."

When the market is at its hysterical high, the 


trading is so fast that even the rapid tickers 
with a speed equal to 90 words a minute can- 
not keep up with it. There have been times, 
when traders were in a frenzy of buying and 
selling, that the tape ran as much as half an 
hour behind. 


Sometimes when two traders bid for the same 


amount of the same stock at the same time, the 
decision as to which trader gets the stock is de- 
termined by the toss of a coin—traditionally 
gold.

John Street and Maiden Lane, the jewelry 


You see shabby brokers at the curb with 
pocketsful of diamonds. And here. too. is the 
insurance district, rivaled only by London's 
with its Lloyd's. 


Further uptown, should you be strolling from 


The Street, you come upon the Municipal 
Building and the square of green where ancient 
City Hall stands—called one of the finest exam- 
ples of Classic architecture in America. All 
around, so thick you almost have to pick your 
way, are bootblacks and pigeons. 


Park Row isn't so far away—Park Row where 


toiled the journalist-geniuses of other days— 
Richard Harding Davis, Whitelaw Reid, Joseph 
Pulitzer.

STIMULANTS AND SEDATIVES 
It is a simple physiological fact 


that the effect of a stimulant—tem- 
porary increase of functional activ- 
ity—is inevitably followed by tem- 
porary decrease of functional activ- 
ity. Can't have your cake and eat it 
too. Unwise, reckless persons some- 
times try to revise the law of na- 
ture, of physiology, by repeating the 
dose of the stimulant at frequent 
intervals in the foolish hope of pre- 
venting the after-depression. 


Among 
recognized 
stimulants 


there are only two which I consid- 
er necessary or advisable for do- 
mestic medicine, and these 
two 


stimulants seem to have the least 
pronounced after-depression of all. 
They are ammonia and caffeine. 


Aromatic Spirits of 
Ammonia 


should be kept in the medicine cup- 
board in a 
glass-stoppered 
vial 


holding two or more ounces. It is 
useful as a rapidly acting stimulant 
in many emergencies; the dose is 
one-half teaspoonful given in an 
ounce or two of cold water, and this 
dose may be repeated every ten or 
fifteen minutes for several times if 
necessary. It is thus used .for faint- 
ness, shock, concussion, snake-poi- 
soning, heat exhaustion, heart fail- 
ure or extreme depression from any 
cause. Being alkaline, it is especial- 
ly grateful in cases of sick headache 
associated with nausea and hyper- 
acidity of the stomach. 
Probably 


that is the reason some people im- 
agine aromatic spirits of ammonia 
will quickly remove the effects of 
alcohol and sober a drunken per- 
son. Of course it has no such effect 


How to administer aromatic spir- 


its of ammonia or other medicine to 
a person who is only partly 
con- 


scious, as in syncope or fainting, 
shock, beat-exhaustion or heart-fail- 
ure or collapse from any cause: 


Mix the dose of aromatic spirits 


of ammonia in a glass not more than 
half full of water. Hold glass in 
your right hand, while you lift pa- 
tient's head and shoulders just a 
few inches off the ground or above 
the horizontal by supporting head 
and shoulders with your left hand 
under the .pillow. Put the glass to 
patient's lips. If he is conscious he 
will drink or swallow. If he is un- 
conscious he will not—and it would 
be dangerous to try to make an un- 
conscious person take anything by 
mouth, as it might cause strangula- 
tion or'choking. Aside from this 
slight elevation of the head to ad- 
minister medicine, it is better never 
to raise the patient's head or to per- 
mit the patient to attempt to sit up. 
in case of fainting, syncope, shock 
and'the like. Always keep the head 
as low or even lower than the rest 
of the body. But the arms and legs 
may be elevated, and 
sometimes 


slowly and steadily rubbed toward 
the heart to aid Ihc enfeebled cir- 
culation. 


If the victim is unable to swallow, 


then administer the aromatic spirits 
of ammonia by pouring « spoonful 
on handkerchief or in palm of hand 
and holding close under the nose. 
The ammonium carbonate in it is 
volatile and will be absorbed by in- 
halation. Indeed, "smcllinc salts" is 
ammonium carbonate with stronger 
ammonia water and oil of lavender 
added.

One no trump was not Highly at- 
tractive because South had only a 
single diamond stopper and such 
a no trump usually indicates two 
stoppers. But since South had too 
much to pass, and since a simple 
club raise did not represent his 
strength in the other three suits, 
he chose the no trump as the least 
of all evUp. When North raised to 
two no trymp, South hoped that 
North was showing auxiliary dia- 
mond strength and, rather than 
hang one short of game, bravely 
rebid. 


The diamond ten was opened 


and if declarer had played auto- 
matically from dummy, he would 
soon have found his contract going 
up the flue. The "normal" play is 
to duck in dummy and either to 
hold up the king or to win im- 
mediately with it. Obviously, if 
dummy ducks at the first trick 
East contents himself with a high 
signal.

London — The settlement of the 


I European crisis was the most opti-

In the recent poker game, Ger- 


many got what she wanted despite 
the earlier violent objections of the 
British and the French. 
Hence,

ing here against Germany. All the 
business interests and a large per- 
centage of the people respect the 
Reich and want to do business with 
her. I have found no desire to fight 
the Germans. Chamberlain's solu- 
tion of the Czech issue means that 
England is making every effort to 
continue on friendly terms with the 
"Fatherland." When I talk about 
Italy, however, I get a wholly dif- 
ferent feeling. 


My impression is that the British 


will not stand any nonsense from 
Mussolini after England gets fully 
armed. At the present moment it 
looks as if Great Britain and Ger- 
many would get together, leaving 
H Duce out in the cold. One rea- 
son for this is that there is hardly 
anything left 
to give Mussolini. 


Many believe that the old German 
and 
Austro-Hungarian 
Empires 


should be restored. If so, Germany 
still has a lot more to get. Italy, 
however, now has more territory 
than when she entered the World 
War. Therefore, it is said there is! 
little to give Italy.

What will happen to France I do 


not know. She does not fear an 
invasion so long as she keeps out 
of war. She wonders, however, 
whether she can continue to hold 
her colonies. England certainly has 
her feet on the ground and knows 
exactly what she is doing.

So long as England does not 
drift toward Fascism within her 
own. borders, should not we in the 
United States frankly back England 
•s our first line of defense? This 
is a question which is worthy of

•with a sane American banking sys- 
tem but there is no united opinion 
on money questions. Learned men 
write books>about the money sys- 
tems but there is no consensus or 
unity of opinion. 


"It was in congress when the Fed- 
eral Reserve system was written 
and at that timo bankers 
were 
against it. There was but one bank- 
er in Wisconsin who favored it. The 
Federal Reserve system was design- 
ed £or two purposes, to the take the 
reserve out of Wall Street so it 
could not be used for speculation 
and to provide elastic 
currency. 


The reserve was placed in 12 fed- 
eral reserve banks but no interest 
was paid on the money. The bank- 
ers didn't like that The bank stock 
is owned compulsory by the bank- 
ers themselves.

runs the federal reserve system but 
it is a system not intended to make 
money.

Sewage Pumpage 


Sets New Record 


Estimate Pumpage at 340,- 
000,000 Gallons at Dis- 
posal Plant in September 


Menasha—Pumpage at the Nee- 


nah-Menasha sewage station during 
September exceeded all records for 
one month, according to the esti- 
mated pumpage figures. The esti- 
mate, which probably is low, was 
set at 340 million gallons, or more 
than eleven million gallons a day. 
J. M. Holderby, superintendent of 
the sewage disposal plant, estimated 
that the figure was 100 million gal- 
lons more than was necessary be- 
cause of leaks in the sewer system 
and the fact that the storm sewer 
catch basins in some places are con- 
nected to the sanitary system. 
As a result of the high pumpage 


figure, the solids removed from the 
sewage during the month decreased, 
amounting to 231,170 pounds. 
The 
plant is built to handle 10 million 
of gallons of sewage a day and as 
a result of the rainy season, much of 
the sewage had to be by-passed. 


During January, February and 


March, when conditions were more 
nearly normal, the plant handled 
all of the sewage without by-passing 
any. Because of the spring break- 
up in the latter part of March, the 
average daily pumpage was nine 
million gallons a day. 


Mr. Holderby pointed out that the 


Keyes street sewer alone was pour- 
ing out more water than normally 
would be expected from the entire 
city of Menasha. Similar conditions 
exist in Neenah, Mr. Holderby stat 
ed.

Tht Air Around Hit Earth 


V— DUST 


Millions of meteors strike 
the 


earth's air every day. but almost 
all of them burn to dust befora 
they strike the ground. 


Think of what that means to us! 


The air is a cushion which saves us 
from danger. Without it we should 
be bombarded day and night by 
stones from the sky. 


Some meteor 
cinders do 
get 


through the air and strike 
the 


ground— but hardly one in a n^- 
lion. Once in a great while, they 
come close to striking people, but 
I have heard 'of only one death 
caused by a person being struck 
by a meteor. 


A large amount of dust is added 


to the air by meteors which burn 
up. Thisr .dust helps to spread the 
sun's rays, and makes sunshine a 
softer light than it would be other- 
wise. 


•Dust also gets into the air from 


the ground. Winds sweep over- the 
ground, and cause du-,t to whirl 
upward. Desert winds take great 
clouds of sand into the &ir. Smoke 
rises from chimneys and adds to 
the dust. 


Dust storms of great size spread 


ever parts of our continent *» lew 
years ago. Winds carried much of 
Ihe dust more than 
a 
thousand 


miles. 
Vast 
numbers 
of 
trees 


have been planted in prairies of 
the United States, ana it is be- 
lieved that as they grow taller and 
taller, they 
will 
do much 
to 


"break" the wind and keep dust 
from spreading so far. 


In some parts of Kansas, Iowa. 


Nebraska and Missouri, there are 
deep layers of soil' foimed from 
dust. We are told a great deal of 
the dust came from rocks which 
v.ere ground into powder by the 
motion of olden glaciers. 
It ap- 


pears that rivers flowing from the 
glaciers spread the dust on plains. 
Later, after the rock powder , be- 
came dry, winds picked it up and 
carried it to the states named, al- 
so to a few others. 
At Kansas 


City. Mo., there is a bi# bluff com- 
posed of dust-made soil. 


One of Adolph 
Hitler's 
main 


plans is supposed to be to obtain 
power over a section 01 Russia — 
the Ukraine. The Ukraine contains 
some of the earth's richest poil. 
The soil is rich 
because 
dust 


storms, ages ago, laid 
down 
so 


much dust that thick layers of 
black soil were formed. 


The most famous dust-made soil 


is in China. Long before the be- 
ginning of written history, st.orms 
were sweeping across the Mongol- 
ian desert. They picked up and car- 
ried millions of tons of yellow- 
brown dust and droooed it on what 
is now northern China 
This soil 


is known as 'loess." and the same 
name often is used for dust-made 
soil in other places. 


Rivers have cut through China's 


loess, and have carried much of it 
to the sea. The yellowish soil colors 
the water, explaining the names — 
Yellow river and Yellow SCR.
